A MODEL CITIZEN

A POPULAR trader, who delivered fruit 
and veg by horse and cart for many years 
to Tottenham homes and later used his 
passion for horse-drawn vehicles to 
recreate award-winning detailed scale 
models of them, has died. 

Tributes have been paid to Robert “Bob” Bates 
following his death at the age of 89 after a 
short illness. 

He was a familiar sight on the streets of N17 in 
the years before and after World War II as he sat 
on the running board of the horse-drawn rig of 
the family greengrocery business with his 
younger brother, Tom. 

“He was a bit of a character and both he and 
his horse and cart were a well-known feature 
around that part of Tottenham in the days before 
motor cars became the more popular mode of 
transport,” said his nephew Graham Careford. 

“Local children, especially, were enthralled to 
see and be close to the cart and his beloved 
horse, a Welsh cob, named Ginger,” he added. 

The brothers worked out of a yard in Somer- 


ford Grove, just off of Park Lane, behind what 
was formerly the Milford Tavern pub. 

Steeped in tradition, owners of working horses 
were proud of their colourfully painted rigs and 
gleaming horse harnesses and Bob was no dif¬ 
ferent winning stacks of cups and medals at 
horse shows and parades. 

He was a regular entrant in the London Van 
Horse Parade, which used to be held in Regent’s 
Park and won first prize in the trade category 
- beating the famous Whitbread Brewery team 
at the International Horse Show at the White 
City Stadium. 

A full-size Bayley cart he and his brother 
restored and repainted in the original livery was 
acquired by the London Museum and put on dis¬ 
play for a year in 1994. 

His own costermongers’ horse-drawn trolley 
cart acted as stage for the street party held in 
Waverley Road, Tottenham, in 1953 for the 
Queen’s coronation and featured regularly in the 
annual Tottenham and Edmonton carnivals. 

Bob, who moved to Middleham Road, Edmon¬ 
ton, after marrying in 1971, retained his passion 
for horse-drawn vehicles after the demise of 
horses as a means of transport. 


With his carpentry skills and extensive knowl¬ 
edge of the equine world, he devoted his spare 
time to making spectacular detailed miniature 
models, earning widespread respect and renown 
among model makers worldwide. 

He had already demonstrated his prowess for 
the craft while serving in the army in Egypt in 
1946 where he built his first model from mem¬ 
ory using scratch wood and metal he had found 
in the desert. 

His superb l/8th scale models of horse-drawn 
vehicles including carts, wagons and even a 
gypsy caravan, have been on display and won 
awards at a number of trade fairs, both in the UK 
and elsewhere in Europe. 

He eventually sold many of them to Reading 
University, where they are on display at the fac¬ 
ulty for rural sciences. 

“He was larger than life character,” added 
Mr Careford. 

“He loved to sing and his melodious voice could 
often heard entertaining regulars at the Milford 
Tavern or the Corner Pin pub on the comer of 
Park Lane and Tottenham High Road,” he added. 

His funeral will be held at Enfield Cremato¬ 
rium 12.30pm next Wednesday (August 31).

Its remit is being 
widened to offer incentivised assured 
shorthold tenancies to private landlords as a 
cost-effective alternative to most other 
temporary accommodation options available, 
which will help us continue to tackle 
homelessness in the borough.”

recollection of 
fatal shooting

A FIREARMS officer admitted to an 
inquest into the fatal shooting by 
police of a man with mental health dif¬ 
ficulties that a warning was only given 
after he had opened his flat door. 

James Kerry Fox was shot by armed 
police five times after they were called 
out to Picardy House, Cedar Road, 
Enfield, on August 30 last year. They 
had been told that a man was making 
threats to kill. 

The inquest at North London Coro¬ 
ner’s Court last Thursday had earlier 
heard that the 43-year-old, who had a 
history of mental health problems, had 
pointed an airgun at a child’s head. 

Armed police who arrived on the 
scene were told in a briefing that Mr 
Fox had previously been sectioned 
under the Mental Health Act and had 
also made a suicide attempt in 


sobs at 

the past. 

There was also a discussion that the 
weapon he was believed to possess 
could be an airgun, the inquest heard. 

After viewing film from police body 
cameras, the firearms officer, who 
cannot be identified and was referred 
to as M27, told the jury that it was 
accepted that no warning of “armed 
police” had been given before Mr Fox 
opened the door to his flat. 

Owen Greenhall, the solicitor repre¬ 
senting Mr Fox’s family, told the offi¬ 
cer: ’’When he opened that door, he 
was quite literally looking down the 
barrel of a gun - your gun.” 

The firearms officer denied this, 
saying: “No, my gun did not pass the 
door frame.” 

Giving evidence from behind a 
screen, the officer later sobbed when 
describing the moment Mr Fox was 
shot after opening the door of the 
flat. 


The jury saw footage of police 
blocking the spyhole in the door 
before they heard a noise and the flat 
door opened. The inquest heard the 
officer saw a gun pointed at a col¬ 
league when Mr Fox opened the flat 
door. 

The jury also heard the shots fired at 
Mr Fox recorded by the police body- 
worn cameras. 

Mr Greenhall said: “When you saw 
the gun, you fired two shots.” 

Speaking from behind the screen, 
the firearms officer said: “Yes, I did.” 

The inquest at the coroner’s court 
in Barnet is expected to last two 
weeks and Mr Fox’s family are due to 
give evidence.

A MAN has repaid the hospital which saved his life as 
a child by plunging off its lOth-storey roof together 
with his father in a thrilling fundraising charity abseil. 

James Beckett, 28, from Goffs Oak, descended on 
ropes down the side of St Mary’s Hospital, in Padding¬ 
ton, with his dad David. 

The hospital’s children’s intensive care unit is where 
James was treated as a youngster for meningococcal 
septicaemia - a life-threatening infection of the brain, 
g which mainly affects babies and pre-school children. 

As a thank you to the dedicated staff, James and his 
father raised £630 towards the hospital’s £2million 
More Smiles Appeal to build a new, state-of-the art 
children’s intensive care unit by carrying out their 
daredevil stunt. 

James said: “I owe my life to the children’s intensive 
care unit at St Mary’s Hospital and I am so pleased to 
have helped the appeal reach the £lm mark. 
m “I owe them all so much, as do so many other 
patients that have passed through the hospital.” 

He recalled the time when he suddenly fell seriously 
ill: “I remember feeling very weak one morning 
before school - I couldn’t even walk or speak. 

“The last thing I remember is my mum taking me to 
the doctors, but after that everything becomes a blur. 

“I was rushed to hospital in an ambulance and I have 
seen photos of myself with tubes and wires 
everywhere. The next thing I remember is waking 
up and the staff treating me really well while I 
was recovering.” 

The overall cost of the hospital project is £10m, with 
the remainder funded by Imperial College Healthcare 
Charity and the hospital’s trust.

“It will also ensure the maintenance of the non¬ 
golf areas, which protect and conserve the natural 
environment of the wider park.” 

Potential applicants have until September 30 to 
express their interest in the 5,882-yard, par-68 
course, which was designed by five times Open 
championship winner John Henry “J.H” Taylor 
and opened in 1932. 

The council says it has made more than 
£118million in spending cuts in the past five 
years and is aiming to make a further £56m in 
savings by 2020. 

Mr Anderson added: “We are looking at many 
innovative ways to do this and our plan for 
Whitewebbs is one of them.”

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Relatives distraught after

OUTRAGED families are distraught after 
vandals damaged garden of rest memorials in a 
rampage through a churchyard in Enfield Town. 

A number of stones were targeted in the attack 
at St Andrew’s Church over the weekend. 

And the destruction has prompted one grieving 


relative to offer a reward for information leading 
to the arrest of the culprits. 

Operations manager Dean Adde, 58, discovered 
the damage to the garden of rest on Sunday 
morning when he visited the memorial to his late 
wife, Kay. 

He said: “It was despicable, extremely upset¬ 
ting. I have offered £250 if someone can give us 
some information as it is not acceptable. 


“I have got a feeling it was more than one per¬ 
son as so many stones were attacked.” 

Mr Adde contacted the police and he helped 
officers tidy up. 

Another victim, Sally Ricketts, 56, was upset 
after a memorial to her father Roy Gould, who 
died 21 years ago, was kicked off its mounting. 

“I was horrified,” she said. “I just don’t under¬ 
stand the mentality of people who do this. 

“The actual memorial has been broken off from 
its base and it was lying a couple of stones away. 
The vases of flowers had been moved, but luckily 
they were not broken. I will have to get a stone¬ 
mason to repair it.” 

Rev Dr Steve Griffiths, the vicar at St 
Andrew’s, said: “Some of the flowerpots and 
top stones were moved into other positions and 
relocated. Flowers were taken from some pots 
and strewn on the ground. 

“There may have been some minor damage to 
personal items, but it is hard to tell if that was 
done at the same time. 

“As soon as we discovered this, we put the pots 
back where they should be and any extra flower¬ 
pots that we do not know the original location for 
have been left under a tree in the middle of the 
garden of rest for people to claim. 

“It is sad that some people should choose to 
behave in this way. 

“While there was limited physical damage, this 
type of behaviour can cause emotional distress 
to relatives. 

“We are grateful for the community response in 
helping to address this issue. 

“We will remain vigilant and hope that this 
does not happen again.”

BRAINY bins are being 
introduced to tidy up parks.

The bins are located in 
Trent Park, Broomfield 
Park, Grovelands Park, 
Oakwood Park, Enfield 
Town Park, Aldersbrook 
Park and Forty Hall Park. 

The council spends about 
£4.5million to keep the 
borough clean and hopes the 
new bins will help reduce 
that cost by increasing 
capacity and also meet 


residents’ expectations for 
high standards of cleanliness. 

Cabinet member for 
environment Daniel 
Anderson said: “These bins 
are incredibly sophisticated 
and will play an important 
role in cutting the amount of 
time our staff need to spend 
emptying bins. 

“That means we can 
allocate more resources 
tackling the environmental 
issues that really annoy 
people such as fly-tipping, 
graffiti and dog fouling. 

“However, there is 
absolutely no point if people 
don’t use them, so I’m 
urging residents to help us 
keep our borough clean by 
using our bins.”

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Borough's new commander outlines priorities

SIX weeks into the job and Enfield’s new police 
chief is relishing the challenge of being back 
where it all started for him as a bobby pounding 
the beat. 

It was to Enfield where new borough comman¬ 
der Iain Raphael was first posted as a police con¬ 
stable back in 1993. 

Twenty-three years later, with a wealth of 
experience under his belt, the 48-year-old father- 
of-three is keen, he says, to reduce crime, make 
the borough’s streets safer and foster improved 
community relations in a multicultural, multi¬ 
faith borough. 

Detective Chief Superintendent Raphael has 
set out his policing priorities with “crime preven¬ 
tion” high on his list. 

Deterring criminals by reducing the opportu¬ 
nity to commit crime will be a major aim. 

“The priority will be to stop crime in the first 
place,” he said. 

“The focus will also be on detecting crime, 
bringing offenders to justice and delivering a 
really professional service.” 

He stressed the need to work with the commu¬ 
nity to break down the barriers between the 
police and the public. 


“I absolutely believe we’ve got to come 
together, and work together, whether that be with 
the local authority, third parties or residents of 
Enfield, and I’m really quite passionate about 
that,” he added. 

Asked about the task of increasing the commu¬ 
nity’s confidence in Enfield’s police, he said it 
would not be a simple challenge - but that using 
social media and the local press to inform people 
of crime hotspots would be key. 

“I think part of my job is to be visible and con- 
tactable so I hope people will feel they can talk to 
us and we can talk to them,” he said. “I passion¬ 
ately believe in an honest, open approach.” 

He has received numerous commendations dur¬ 
ing his career having worked in both uniformed 
and detective roles in five other London bor¬ 
oughs, Barnet, Hackney, Barking and Dagenham, 
Redbridge and Southwark, as well as Enfield. 

He has a master’s degree in police and police 
science and a doctorate in criminal justice. 

It is his first posting as a borough commander, 
having spent the past two years heading the Met’s 
Operation Bumblebee anti-burglary initiative. 

He added “I feel immensely privileged to 
serve the residents of Enfield and with the team 
I have around me I am confident we can achieve 
our priorities to reduce crime and keep the 
community safe.” 


Consultation asking for views 
on green bin collection service 


RESIDENTS are being reminded there is still 
time to have a say over alternative options the 
council is proposing in place of free weekly 
garden waste bin collections which it plans 
to scrap. 

Enfield Council is holding a public consulta¬ 
tion asking residents for their preference - to 
keep the weekly collections, but pay £60 a year 
with food waste collection combined, or 
change to a free fortnightly green bin service. 

The council says government funding cuts 
have forced it to make cuts to services which 
residents may have come to expect “as a given” 
and will save it more than £400,000 a year. 

Residents still have almost a fortnight to 
choose which option they want before the 
council’s 12-week consultation ends on Friday, 
September 2. 


Cabinet member for environment Daniel 
Anderson said: “Surprising as it may be, the 
green bin collection is not statutory and many 
other councils now provide such a service fort¬ 
nightly or less often, while others charge for 
the service.” 

Residents can complete the consultation 
questionnaire online, or visit a library for help 
in Edmonton Green, Broomfield Lane, 
Palmers Green, Church Street, Enfield Town, 
and Ordnance Road, Enfield Lock. Support is 
also available at Enfield Civic Centre and John 
Wilkes House, in High Street, Ponders End, 
where hard copies will be provided.

A FATHER tackled his own mini-Tour de France 
to raise money for research into a rare and 
lethal disease. 

Simon McCartney, 39, of Brigadier Hill, 
Enfield, joined 14 pals for the London to Dieppe 
road trip, via Paris, after being stirred by the 
plight of the son of one of his friends and decid¬ 
ing to take action. 

Nardo Devlin, four, was diagnosed with 
Duchenne muscular dystrophy in 2014 and 
Simon joined Nardo’s dad, John, and others to 
raise cash for the Harrison’s Fund, which 
finances research into the condition. 

Duchenne’s is a rare genetic condition which 


affects all the muscles in the 
body, causing them to waste 
away. The average lifespan of 
boys with the condition is 
20 years. 

Father-of-two Simon said of 
the 500 miles ridden in five 
days: “The challenge was the 
furthest any of us had cycled in one go, so we 
knew it would be tough. 

“There were a few injuries and a lot of climb¬ 
ing and hills - with a grand climb total of 19,000 
feet - but there were some lovely moments, too, 
when we were all working together as a group 
and things went really well. 

“We saw some great scenery, reaching the 
Palace of Versailles at the end of day three when 


one of our riders caught the celebratory cham¬ 
pagne in the eye as we hit the cobbles and top¬ 
pled off his bike. We were even lucky with the 
weather, with only a few drops of rain.” 

The team’s initial target was to raise £8,000. 
They have already smashed that and have 
reached more than £11,000.

Deli dismay as displays 
are taken off the street

A FAMILY business will have to cut 
the range of lines it sells after it was 
ordered to stop displaying goods outside 
the shop. 

The 33-year-old Cockfosters Deli¬ 
catessen has been told by Enfield Coun¬ 
cil it remove displays of fruit and 
vegetables from the pavement. 

It has been served with a fixed penalty 
notice of £150, reduced to £90 if paid 
within seven days, and has been warned 
that the council could come and take 
their produce away 

Gianna Spyrou, who runs the business 
with husband George, said she had to 
ask the landlord to remove the display 
unit from Station Parade, in Cockfosters 
Road. 

She said the move would cost them 
thousands of pounds in work and lost 
trade. 

“I think it will have a massive impact,” 
she said. “We will have to reduce our 
stock. We have four different types of 
apples, we will have to do one. We have 
four different types of melons, we will 
have to do one. It’s really frustrating.” 

She had asked the council to defer 
action until next year’s review of the pol¬ 
icy, but was told that was not possible. 

The council’s cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment Daniel Anderson told Mrs Spy¬ 
rou and her husband: “The only 
exceptions are for businesses that have 


their own private forecourts who are at 
liberty to freely display their goods.” 

A council spokeswoman said the rul¬ 
ing had been introduced in 2008. 

She said: “We treat all businesses in 
Enfield consistently and fairly in accor¬ 
dance with the existing policy. Any 
business in breach of the law is asked to 
remove their goods from the pavement, 
which is only followed up by enforce¬ 
ment action as a last resort, and any 
action taken is regardless of the length 
of time the goods have been on display.” 

There have been 360 complaints 


about street trading on shop fronts over 
the past seven years. 

The council has sent 362 warning let¬ 
ters and issued 33 fixed penalty notices. 
There have been 16 convictions for ille¬ 
gal street trading. 

Harold Lautenberg, who lives in Fre- 
ston Gardens, near the deli, called on the 
council to rethink its policy. 

“Restaurants can have tables and 
chairs in the middle of the road and they 
can have licences,” he said. “What’s the 
difference. Why can’t they give a 
licence to other businesses?”

Changing perceptions

MOST people associate mental illness with adulthood, 
but it also affects large numbers of children and 
teenagers and a one-day arts festival created by 
young people sensitively explores the taboo topic. 

It Affects Me: I Am Normal at artsdepot, in 
Finchley, on Sunday is a series of theatre 
performances, film screenings, art exhi¬ 
bitions, talks and workshops. 

Its intended goal is not 
only to change percep¬ 
tions and start con¬ 
versations about the 
subject, but also, 
more importantly, 
to help young peo¬ 
ple suffering prob¬ 
lems with their 
psychological and 
emotional well¬ 
being realise they 
are not abnormal. 

Mental ill health 
among children and 
teenagers is much more common than many people think. 

Worldwide, at least one in ten young people aged five to 16 
suffers from mental ill health. 

That’s about 80,000 young people in the UK and equates to 
three children in every school classroom currently struggling and 
self-harming, suffering eating disorders, or anxiety issues, or 
feeling suicidal. 

The festival is a collaboration between Harts Theatre Com¬ 
pany, a London-based youth community arts organisation, and 
the viral online tfltAffectsMe crusade created by London actress 
Laura Darrall, 29, who has suffered a breakdown. 

Her campaign encourages those who have been affected by 
mental health issues to post selfies on social media with Post- 
it notes on their foreheads. It has reached more than 3.5 mil¬ 
lion people worldwide. 

Young volunteers aged from 15 to 17 from the National Cit¬ 
izens Service have also helped co-design the festival. 

It is described as a “one-stop festival on mental health, 
for anyone who is interested, touched by or affected by 
issues surrounding mental illness” and notable speakers 
include BAFTA-winning Life After Suicide TV documentary 
maker Angela Samata as well as award-winning mental 


health campaigner, 
film producer, public 
speaker, writer and 
blogger Johnny 
Benjamin. 

“Nothing is better 
placed to give young 
people a sense of 
identity, confidence 
and self-worth than 
participation in the 
arts,” said Harts The¬ 
atre Company’s patron Michael Attenborough. 

“And there is no art form better than drama to explore safely 
the crucial, but largely ignored, area of mental health - a lethally 
taboo subject that all too often leaves young people with noth¬ 
ing but shame and fear. 

“The careful, skilled and knowledgeable work the theatre 
company undertakes goes right to the heart of the issue and, 
with immense sensitivity, enables young people to begin to 
understand and empathise with this key part of what it means 
to be human.”

Trigger happy duo coin it in 



WAR DOGS (15,114 mins) 


B ASED on an article in Rolling Stone 
magazine and a subsequent book, 
War Dogs heavily dramatises the 
true story of two enterprising twen- 
tysomethings, who became multi-million¬ 
aires as arms dealers to the US military. 

Director Todd Phillips, mastermind of 
The Hangover films, and co-writer Jason 
Smilovic don’t let the truth get in the way 
of spinning an entertaining yarn. 

They embellish the jaw-dropping rags- 
to-riches narrative with a hare-brained 
chase through the notorious Triangle of 
Death to the south of Baghdad and some 
fizzing one-liners, which are used as chap¬ 
ter headings to bookmark each stage of 
the journey. 

Miles Teller and Jonah Hill, who garnered 
numerous awards for their eye-catching 
work in Whiplash and The Wolf Of Wall 
Street respectively, are an incendiary 
double act. 

They clamber over various obstacles 
thrown in their characters’ paths and 
brazenly wisecrack in the face of death. 

Phillips’ film opens with TV news footage 
from the war in Iraq in 2008. 

“I see 17,000 dollars,” explains massage 
therapist David Packouz (Teller). “That's 
what it costs to outfit an American soldier.” 

Narrating his own extraordinary story, 
David introduces us to his wife Iz (Ana de 
Armas), with whom he hopes to raise a 
family by selling bed sheets to local 
care homes. 

His get-rich-quick scheme flops and 
David is reluctant to tell his spouse that 


the boxes of bedding cluttering up their 
apartment are not their golden ticket to a 
brighter future. 

At this low ebb, David meets his friend 
Efraim Diveroli (Hill), who has discovered 
a website which lists contracts that the US 
military needs to be fulfilled. 

“When life kicked me, I stayed down. 
But Efraim? He kicked back,” gushes 
David, who agrees to become a partner in 
this shadowy yet highly lucrative business. 

The buddies tender for a massive muni¬ 
tions contract with the help of infamous 
dealer Henry Girard (Bradley Cooper) and 


underbid by 53 million dollars. David trav¬ 
els to Albania to fulfil the contract, aided 
by his driver Bashkim (JB Blanc), who 
knows whose palms to grease. 

When David questions the morality of 
the business, which he keeps secret from 
Iz, Efraim immediately hits back. 

“This isn’t about being pro-war,” 
he counsels David. “It’s about being 
pro-money.” 

Bolstered by strong performances 
from the two leads, War Dogs is an 
engrossing and frequently uproarious 
comedy of errors. 


Phillips and Smilovic’s script short¬ 
changes the supporting characters. Iz 
exists solely to prick David’s conscience 
with her fleeting words of wisdom. 

However, they do they craft some big 
laughs such as when the buddies visit a 
weapons expo in Las Vegas and David 
pithily describes the event as “Comic-Con 
with grenades”. 

War - what is it good for? 

It’s very good for lining the pockets of 
the greedy and the enterprising.

T HIS is Mercedes’ newest addi¬ 
tion to its SUV line-up and its 
second attempt at a coupe 
SUV Sitting below the GLE Coupe 
in the range, the GLC Coupe is 
essentially a GLC with a sleeker, 
sportier body atop the SUV chassis. 

But to dismiss this as a GLC for the 
fashion conscious is to undersell this 
car somewhat because the Coupe is 
also bestowed with more direct steer¬ 
ing and a sportier suspension set-up 
that aims, in Mercedes’ words, to 
make this “the sports car among the 
mid-size SUVs”. 

Under the bonnet you’ll find one of 
Mercedes’ now-ageing 2.1-litre 
diesel engines, but these will eventu¬ 
ally be joined by a 3.0-litre V6 diesel, 
a twin-turbo V6 petrol and a plug-in 
hybrid. Sadly, though, the latter won’t 
be with us until 2018. 

Lor all Mercedes’ claims of 


dynamism, it’s difficult to get around 
the wanton stylishness of the GLC 
Coupe. The standard C-Class Coupe 
is a gorgeous machine, and there’s 
more than a hint of that sleek aes¬ 
thetic about the GLC. 

Somehow, though, it doesn’t sit all 
that well on the raised GLC chassis. 
It’s a muscular image, but there’s a 
little too much metalwork on the 
sides and the bumpers are a mite too 
deep to call it truly beautiful. 

Yet as soon as you sit inside it, you 
know you’re in something a little 
bit more special than your common 
or garden SUV The cabin is stock 
C-Class, but there’s nothing wrong 
with that. Even though the materials 
and build quality aren’t up to the 
standards set by Audi and BMW, 
there’s a sense of style and occasion 
that little else in this price range 
can match. 

The cost of all the GLC Coupe’s 
stylishness, though, is practicality. 


There’s plenty of room in the 
front, and access to the rear seats is 
good thanks to the sensibly sized 
back doors, but taller rear-seat pas¬ 
sengers will find that headroom is at 
a premium. 

The GLC Coupe’s key strength lies 
on the road. Sports suspension, 
which is optional on the normal 
GLC, comes as standard on the 
Coupe, while the track has been 
widened and the coupe body has low¬ 
ered the centre of gravity. 

As a result, the GLC Coupe’s road 
manners are very solid, especially 
considering the kerb weight of 1.8 
tonnes. It isn’t what you’d call sporty 
and it probably couldn’t even keep 
pace with the Porsche Macan, but it’s 
a match for the likes of the BMW X4 
and Range Rover Evoque. 

It isn’t just the handling that 
impresses, either. Even with its sport¬ 
ing pretensions, the GLC Coupe 
offers a smooth, comfortable ride 


and, despite the ageing engines, it’s 
still quite refined. That’s helped by 
the excellent nine-speed automatic 
gearbox, though, which does a great 
job of keeping the revs down and 
shifts seamlessly between ratios. 

Prices start from £40,580, which 
buys you the 220d Sport model. 
That’s £3,000 more expensive than 
the equivalent GLC SUV, but there 
isn’t a lot of extra kit. In fact, apart 
from the suspension, steering and the 
bodywork, it’s absolutely identical to 
the SUV 

Upgrading to the £42,090 AMG 
Line, though, will earn you full 
Artico man-made leather, black 
headlining and myriad aesthetic 
tweaks both inside and out. 

At present, the price structure is 
relatively flat thanks to the limited 
engine range, but once the V6 diesel- 
powered 350d arrives at the end of 
the year the prices will likely reach 
up towards the £50,000 mark.

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TOTTENHAM’S 
LATE DELIGHT

CHRISTIAN ERIKSEN expressed 
his relief after Tottenham Hotspur 
claimed a late 1-0 victory at home to 
Crystal Palace on Saturday to secure 
their first win of the Premier League 
season. 

Spurs drew 1-1 at Everton in their 
opening match and looked as if they 
were going to be frustrated again by 
Palace until summer signing Victor 
Wanyama marked his home debut 
by grabbing the only goal of the 
game with seven minutes remaining. 

And Eriksen, who made his 100th 
Premier League appearance for 
Tottenham in the match, was 
delighted that they managed to pick 
up maximum points. 

“There were a few points where we 
could have done better and could 
have finished the game earlier,” said 
the Danish international midfielder. 
“We had the chances in the first half 
to finish it off and get some more 
confidence, but if feels nice to win, 
especially when it’s a late goal. 

“It’s especially nice for Victor in 
his first game at White Hart Lane. 
The two home debutants did really 
well. 

“It’s good to win at the start of the 
season - we need to get some points 
together and get how we play going. 
It’s always the points that matter, 
and luckily we got them because of 
Victor’s goal, so it was very good. 

“The 100 games have gone really, 
really quickly. The more experience 
you have, the more you know how 
things are supposed to go. When you 
feel more confident and you know 
everything around you it becomes 
easier to play and help the team at 
the same time.” 

Meanwhile, Wanyama found it 
hard to hide his delight at marking 
his home debut in the perfect fash¬ 
ion by scoring the winning goal 
when he headed in from close range 
following a corner. 


“It means the world to me,” he 
said. “Getting a goal on my debut in 
front of our fans was amazing. The 
fans were unbelievable and that 
goal was special for me. 

“I couldn’t ask for more. It was a 
great set-piece. We had a lot of 
chances, created a lot but didn’t get 
a goal. We had to dig deep and work 
harder and harder. 

“We were patient, and at the end 


we got the goal. It feels special to 
have won that game, and when you 
get that first win, you also get that 
confidence.” 

Although Wanyama stole the 
headlines for his goal, head coach 
Mauricio Pochettino was equally 
impressed with the efforts of fellow 
home debutant striker Vincent 
Janssen - a summer signing from 
Dutch side AZ Alkmaar. 


“The way Vincent fights and 
works for the team is unbelievable,” 
Pochettino said. “Our supporters are 
very happy with his performance, 
and we’re happy as well. 

“He’s a great player and a great 
man as well and he’s only 21 and 
can improve a lot. Our expectations 
are big, but it’s step by step because 
it’s his first season in England and 
you have to give him time.” 


Borough turn on the style as they march on in the FA Cup 


HARINGEY BOROUGH made a hugely 
impressive start to their FA Cup campaign 
as they enjoyed a crushing 7-2 victory at 
home to Barkingside in the preliminary 
round of the competition on Saturday.

Henry is thrilled by 
her Olympic medal 

DESIREE HENRY expressed her delight after 
helping Great Britain win bronze medals in the 
women’s 4xl00metres relay at the Rio Olympics. 

The athlete from Enfield and Haringey Athletic 
Club had been one of the rising stars chosen to 
help light the Olympic flame in London four years 
ago and has developed into one of Britain’s lead¬ 
ing sprinters since then. 

Henry’s progress led to her being selected in the 
team for Rio and she ran the second leg in Friday’s 
final, joining forces with Asha Philip, Dina 
Asher-Smith and Daryll Neita to come third in a 
new national record of 41.77seconds - securing 
Britain’s first Olympic medal in the event for 32 
years. 

Henry said: “At times we did feel people had 
given up on us, but as individuals we know how 
far British women’s sprinting has come. 

“Each year we have got better and better. We are 
becoming consistent and winning medals. We have 
belief in ourselves and our team has belief in us, 
and that is all we need. 

“We don’t need any negativity. We have trust 
and faith in each other and we are so close. We got 
on so well and I am so happy for all these girls. 
After lighting the flame at London 2012, Rio was 
the target for me and this is the fairytale ending.” 

Fellow Enfield and Haringey sprinter CJ Ujah 
failed to make the final quartet for the men’s 
4x100m relay even though he was named in the 
initial extended squad.
